Dr. Hcrty from many mentions in 
his column. Working in his ex- 
perimental laboratory at Savan- 
iah; Ga., he. perfected a process 
or turning Southern pine pulp m- 
o white paper. The

033-34, as I recall, nine Georgia 
lailics made test runs on sample 
japcr Dr. Hcrty had manutactur- 
•d from his initial Southern pine 
nilp. I got a file of those nine 
Georgia dailies and kept them on 
•xhibit at The' Star 
office 
for 


nonths. 
What surprised me was the tre- 


mendous interest mill and timber 
men showed in that 
file. 
They 


came to Hope from all over south- 
west Arkansas to see it and dis- 
cuss the future. 
Kurlh was a millionaire willing 


to make a tremendous gamble. He 
staked it all on the Hcrty process, 
obtained important newspaper fi- 
nancial commitments in Texas— 
and so Lufkin got the plant. Last 
year it turned out 130,000 tons of 
newsprint, and its profits are fa- 
bulous.

Chapman criticized proposals to 


broaden the war. as advocated by 
Gen. Douglas MaeArthur 
among 


others, in a prepared address deal- 
ing larjjely with the petroleum sit- 
uation. 


Chapman is the cabinet officer 


perhaps closest to President. Tru- 
man in personal relationships. Cut 
in a long period of government 
serficc, he has rarely 
expressed 


himself publicly on controverial is- 
sues ousido his department.

U.S. Ready With 
a New Set of 
Price Ceilings 


Washington, April' 24 —-(/D— The 


government will announce tonight 
the new method by which an es- 
timated 75,000 manufacturers will 
compute new ceiling prices affect- 
ing a large share od consumer 
goods. 


Office of price stabilization 
of- 


ficials said more price reductions 
than increases arc expected under 
the regulation. They told reporters 
they could not estimate how much 
merchandise bought by consumers 
will be affected. They said it would 
be "a large part." 


Prices of goods on retail shelves 


will not be changed for some time, 
however. Manufacturers 
will 
bo 


given about a month to compute 
their new deling prices and put 
them Into effect. 


In addition, it will take time for 


goods to pass through the hands 
of distributors 
iintl onto r e t a i l 


shelves at the new prices. In each 
case there will have to be a new 
computation on the basis of price 
levels.

Sallc told 
reporters 
manufac- 


turers who tried voluntarioy last 
fall to hold down prices probably 
will get slight increases. For oth- 
ers, he predicted rollbacks.
